If  you  bid  for  the  first 
time  on  my  sale,  mark  references  on  back  of  bid  sheet.  I  do  not  ask 
any  remittance  in  advance.  Successful  bidders  will  be  notified  of  their 
purchases  immediately  after  sale  and  goods  forwarded  if  credit  ref¬ 
erences  are  0.  K.  There  is  no  charge  for  executing  bids. 

If  you  have  never  bid  at  sales,  or  do  not  know  the  value  of  items 
you  would  like  to  have,  just  send  me  a  double  postcard  with  list  of  num¬ 
bers  and  I  will  reply  at  once.  There  is  plenty  of  time  to  do  this. 

Estimated  values  of  foreign  material  have  been  added.  These 
prices  are  not  inflated  or  given  to  encourage  over-bidding.  I  believe 
if  values  are  fairly  given  they  are  of  real  benefit  to  all. 

You  cannot  over-bid  on  my  sales.  For  example,  if  you  bid  $3  on 
an  item  that  is  not  worth  over  $2,  you  get  it  for  $2.  If  you  bid  $1.75 
on  an  item  and  the  next  lower  bid  is  $1.40,  you  will  get  it  for  $1.50 — 
just  the  same  as  if  it  was  a  real  bid  auction  sale.  In  my  February  sale 
there  were  a  large  number  of  items  sold  to  patrons  for  less  than  they 
bid.  This  is  no  new  plan  of  mine,  as  it  is  practised  by  the  better  class 
of  mail  order  auction  dealers.
